of his retirement he was assigned ini I and af ter 

his retiremen t he | T 

\ He .was Assistant Deputy Director for Support hl 
from 1967 until December, 1970. lie was promoted to Deputy pc 

Director of Support and served in that capacity from January JL 
1971 until March, 1973. lie explained that there are four 
major divisions of the CIA and that one of. these divisions is 
the Support Division. Instead of being called a division each 
of these divisions is called a Directorate. Within the Support 
Directorate were j ^ ^ d ivisions which were called 
offices. One of the offices in his directorate was the Office 
of Security. While he was employed as Deputy Director of 
Support the Head of the Office of Security was Mr. HOWARD OSBORN.

From 1967 until 1970, Mr. ROBERT BANNERMAN was the 
Deputy Director of Support and COFFEY was his Assistant. 

RICHARD HELMS at that time was the Director of CIA and he thought 
that Mr. HELMS* top assistant was General WALTERS and that a 
Colonel WHITE was the Number Three man in the CIA, 


Mr. COFFEY explained that while CIA had a very 
formal structure and table of organization the actual day 
to day functioning of CIA was done on an informal basis. 

It was not unusual for Mr. RICHARD HELMS, the Director, or 
Colonel WHITE to bypass _ Deputy Directors and Assistant Deputy 
Directors and to deal directly with individuals under their 
supervision. There were several incidents where Mr. HELMS talked 


directly wich HOWARD OSBORN who was the Head of Security in which

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Mr. COFFEY was not apprised of what was going on or ’was given 
very scant information about the particular case involved. 

He emphasized that there were some incidents involving 
security in which Mr. HELMS would deal directly with the case 
agent involved. 

He has read in recent months the articles appearing 
in local newspapers concerning the investigation by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation (FBI) of the alleged break-in by CIA 
and Fairfax City, Virginia, Police Officers of a photographic 
studio in Fairfax City, Virginia. He has learned recently 
that the code name for this CIA investigation is supposed to 
be ’’SIESTA”. 

Until recently he had never heard the code name ^ 
’’SIESTxV and he was not apprised of it in 1970 and 1971 T When 
he was serving as Assistant Deputy Director of -Support, he 
was not familiar with the Fairfax City investigation by CIA 
at all. He never saw any memoranda or reports concerning this 
investigation. When he was promoted in January, 1971, to Deputy 
Director of Support HOWARD OSBORN did not brief him on this 
case which was under investigation at that time. 

He declared that to the best of his recollection, 
without considering the recent newspaper publicity, after he 
became Deputy Director of Support, HOWARD OSBORN spoke to 
him briefly in his (COFFEY's) office about this investigation 
by CIA. He emphasized that this was a very cursory discussion 
with OSBORN and that OSBORN did not furnish him with any of 
the details of this investigation. It was his recollection 
that this investigation revolved around a familiar employee 
of CIA and a contact of hers on the outside of CIA who was - 
a foreigner and who operated a business. He thought he learned 
at that time that the Fairfax City Police were cooperating 
with the CIA. OSBORN indicated to COFFEY that he was in touch 
with the Director of the CIA, RICHARD HELMS concerning this 
matter. 


tir. COFFEY said that because of the amount of time that 
has elapsed since 1971, that he is unable to recall the specifics 
of the conversations with OSBORN. He thought that OSBORN could 
possibly have mentioned this case to him twice but he was * 
not sure of this. OSBORN never furnished him much information 
about this matter. 





Mr. COFFEY was sure that he did not know \\rhether ' 
or not the CIA and local police had broken into the business 
establishment which they were investigating. He learned of 
this alle gation subsequently in 
the names f~ I and

Mr. COFFEY further explained that cases involving 
a possible leak of CIA information through CIA personnel were 
handled in a very discreet manner within the CIA and that 
HOWARD OSBORN x^ould have an investigation of this type handled 
and would then relay the information directly to Mr. HELMS. 
This practice was followed since Mr. HELMS was personally 
interested in matters of this type and since he wanted 
as few people as possible within the CIA to be aware of this 
type of information. 

■ _ . Mr. COFFEY reported that when, he was promoted to the 
position of Deputy Director for Support in January, 1971, Mr. 
ROBERT S. WATTLES was promoted from the Office of Personnel 
to the position of Assistant Deputy Director for Support.

Mr. WATTLES furnished the following information: 


He is currently retired from the Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA) having been retired in December, 1973. He was 
employed by the CIA since T From 1968, to 1971, he wasb3 per CIA 

employed as Director of Personnel in the Directorate for. b6 
Support. In January, 1971, he was promoted to the position of 
Deputy Director for Support and he served in that capacity 
until his retirement. While serving as Deputy Director for 
Support, he worked under the supervision of Mr. JOHN W. COFFEY. 


During the years 1971, to 1973, Mr, 
was the Director of Security for the CIA. 


HOWARD OSBORN 


While he was serving as Deputy Director for Support, 
to the best of his recollection, Mr. HOWARD OSBORN told him on 
one occasion of an investigation which was either being conducted 
at that time or it had been conducted by the CIA in Fairfax City, 
Virginia. OSBORN furnished him very little information about 
this matter. He thought that OSBORN furnished him this information 
only because he (WATTLES) was the Deputy Director for Support 
and he assumed that OSBORN felt that he should be aware of 
this matter. He has a very hazy recollection of this information 
he received at that time and he has learned much more about 
this investigation from recent newspaper publicity. To the 
best of his recollection he was only told that this matter was 
under investigation and he was not furnished the names of the 
individuals involved. He thought that the investigation concerned 
a female CIA employee and a businessman in Fairfax City, Virginia 
with a Spanish name who was not a United States citizen. He 
thought he knew at that time but he was not sure of this, that 
the business establishment was a photographic studio but he was 
not told the name of the studio.

Mr. WATTLES- emphasized that while he was not aware 
of the details of investigation, he was in sympathy to the 
investigation because of the large amount and depth of unrest 
in the United States at that time. It was his opinion that 
an agent for a foreign. country who operated a photographic 
studio would be an excellent position to obtain CIA information 
for the foreign country if the agent could compromise a CIA 
employee. He stated for this reason it made sense to him at 
that time and at the present time for the CIA to conduct this 
investigation. He did not know whether or not a code word had 
been assigned to this investigation by the CIA and if a code 
name was assigned at that time he was not aware of it. 

He explained that to the best of his knowledge 
and recollection this investigation by the CIA was conducted 
under the supervision of Mr. HOWARD OSBORN, the Director 
of Security and that in matters of this type, OSBORN reported 
directly to Mr. RE CHARD HELMS, the Director of the CIA. He 
pointed out that this was not an unusual situation and that 
Mr. HELMS made it a practice of supervising investigations 
of this nature personally. He pointed out that OSBORN would 
usually report directly to Mr. HELMS and bypass both of his 
superiors JOHN W. COFFEY and himself. He explained further 
that HELMS pursued this practice because of his interest in 
security leaks and that he also followed this practice in dealing 
with the Director of Finance because of the confidential, nature 
of some of CIA's finances. 

Mr. WATTLES said he thought, but was not aware, that 
the Fairfax City Police were used in this investigation by the 
CIA. He assumed, however, that the Fairfax City Police were 
used because it would have been natural for the CIA to use 
the local police. He said he had no first hand knowledge 
that a breakin was conducted by the CIA of this photographic 
studio but he did not doubt that a breakin did occur. He tried 
to recall when he first was made aware of this investigation 
by HOWARD OSBORN and he could not specifically recall the date. 

He thought it was during the year 1972, but he was not sure 
of this.
